NEW U.S. DEPARTMENT OF STATE 
DRIVER'S LICENSES TO BE ISSUED! 



Beginning in summer of 2011 , the U.S. 
Department of State's Office of Foreign 
Missions (OFM) will begin issuing newly 
designed U.S. Department of State ("DOS") 
driver's licenses to replace the DOS driver's 
licenses currently in use. (See new driver's 
license below). 

These licenses are issued to members 
of the foreign diplomatic and consular 
communities living in the United States 
who enjoy some level of immunity from 
prosecution. The Department of State issues 
these driver's licenses to facilitate the OFM 
Enforcement Program, which manages all 
vehicle infractions/incidents nationwide 
involving diplomats and consular officers. 
The Department's newly designed license 
will incorporate numerous state-of-the-art 
features that enhance its security and vastly 
reduce the risk of counterfeiting. 



The Department should conclude the 
replacement of all existing diplomatic 
driver's licenses by the late fall of 2011 . 

After December 31 , 2011 , only the newly 
designed diplomatic driver's licenses will be 
valid and licenses with the older design will no 
longer be valid, notwithstanding the expiration 
date printed on these older versions. Should 
an older version of the license be presented 
after December 31 , 2011 , law enforcement is 
requested to contact the phone number listed 
on the back of the license (during the business 
day call (202) 895.3521 and at all other times 
call (571) 345.3146 or toll free (866) 217.2089) 
for further instructions.
